SAFETY FIRST 


Following an exhibition of ‘‘stunt- 
ing” by an enthusiastic young airman 
over the capital city, orders ‘have been 
issued by the Minister of Defence that 
fancy flying is prohibited over Ottawa 
This restriction ought to be extended 
to all other large centres, and rigidly 
enforced. 

Airplahes are becoming too numer- 
ous, and learners too many, to admit of 
any laxity in so obviously necessary a 
restraint. The chap who wants to turn 
flip-flops among the clouds should get 
out in the open country to do it, where 
if he falls he is not likely to hurt any- 
body but himself. Residents of a crowd- 
ed centre are entitled to protection 
against the liability of a “stunting” 
plane crashing down upon them. 


WINDBREAKS NEEDED 


It would be very much to the point 
just now to hear something from our 
forestry experts, meteorological offi- 
cials, and agricultural authorities as to 
how far the clearing of the land is to 
be supposed to be responsible for the 
increasing windiness in this part of the 
west. 

It was the boast and the satisfaction 
of the pioneers in the Edmonton district 
that this area was relatively calm and 
actually free from windstorms. There 
appears to be no room for doubt that 
that condition is changing year by year; 
and the past spring has seen all records 
beaten for blows, standstorms and soil- 
drifting. 


Southern Alberta and Saskatchewan

marine insurance rate on cargoes mov- 
ing by the Bay route. Thus, says the 
Fazette, “One of the practical difficul- 
ties in the way of successful navigation 
of Hudson Bay is coming actively into 
play.” That is quite plain warning that 
the interests which have been fighting 
the Bay route for western products are 
still in the fighting mood, and ready to 
take advantage of any circumstance to 
hamper its development. 

While the railway to the Bay has 
been built, the Bay itself and the Straits 
which lead to the open sea will have to 


be provided with the aids to navigation - 


which are found necessary elsewhere if 
the commercial possibilities of the route 
are to be given a fair test. There will 
have to be ice breakers at Fort 
Churchill, as there are in the St. Law- 
rence and in the Great Lakes. Light- 
houses, beacons, buoys, wireless stations 
will have to be strung along the straits. 
Only so can navigation be niade reason- 
ably safe, insurance rates established 
at a favorable level, and the route given 
a chance to play its normal part as one 
of the greatest outlets and inlets of the 
Dominion. 

Mr. Bennett may be willing to pro- 
vide these improvements without delay 
and on the necessary scale, but those 
highly influential sections of his party 
which have been fighting the opening 
of the Hudson Bay route tooth-and-nail 
for twenty years are not disposed to do 
anything of the kind, and would not let 
Mr. Bennett do it if they should happen 
to be able to block the program.

Franklin Dropped First Choice for Wife Because She | |’ 
Couldn’t Provide $500 Marriage Settlement 


Benjamin Franklin no sooner was 
settied in Philadelphia than he be- 
gan to look for a wife 

The philosophy which guided him 
he later expressed in one of Poor 
Richard's famous sayings: “A man 
without a wife is but half a man.” 

His search for a helpmate was not 
a sentimental excursion. He was too 
practical-minded to give much 
thought to romance 

He had leared the upper part of 
his printing office to a certain Mr 
Godfrey. Mrs. Godfrey, becoming 
acquainted with him, learned of his 
desire to enter the married state 
took the natural interest of all of 
her sex, and tried to help him. In 
Pranklin's own words 

“Mrs. Godfrey projected a match 
for me with a relation’s daughter, 
and took opportunities of bringing 
us often together, till a serious 
courtship on my part ensu'd, the 
girl being in herself dererving. The 
old folks encourag’d me by continual 
invitations to supper, and by leav- 
ing us together, till at length it was 
time to explain, Mrs. Godfrey man- 
ag'd our little treaty.” 


What was the rock upon which 
this calm courtship § foundered? 
Well. when the “time to explain” ar- 
rived, Franklin frankly told Mrs 
Godfrey that her young relative's 
parents must provide, with their 
daughter, “as much money as would 
pay off his remaining debt for his 
printing house.”

| In the first place, remember that a 
} thin, fair skin should never be ex-

and harsh. Here is a lotion which 
those with a delicate skin will find 
most helpful: Two ounces almond oil, 
two ounces cologne water, 10 drops 
tincture of benzoin. Shake well. Ap- 
ply to the skin night and morning, 
after cleansing and also apply a thin 
film before applying foundation cream 
and make-up. 

A fair skin usually freckles very 
easily, but these freckles are gener- 
ally of the type which disappear with 
the passing of hot weather and fade 
entirely in winter. So instead of us- 
ing a drastic freckle bleach to fade 
these temporary blemishes {t is more 
satisfactory to give the skin a semi- 
weekly bleaching pack, which may be 
made as follows: One ounce carbon- 
ate magnesia, two ounces Fuller's 
earth, one teaspoonful peroxide, 10 
drops simple tincture of benzoin, suf- 
ficient rose water or witch-hazel to 
make a smooth paste . If preferred, 
buttermilk may be used fn place of 


using the pack, first cleanse the face 
with cream or oil, then apply the 
pack and allow {t to dry on the skin. 
After 20 minutes or more wash off 
the pack with tepid water and blot 
the skin dry. Apply cold cream or 
lemon cream and gently massage face 
and neck. Remove excess cream, pat 
on skin tonic and finish the make-up, 


if going out of doors. If the pack is | 
used at bedtime, apply soothing oil or | 


tissue cream afterward and allow it 
to remain on the skin overnight. 
Those whose skins burn easily will 
be glad to know that the following 
lotion used as a powder base does 
much to prevent burning. Mix one 
teaspoonful of quinine with 20 tea- 
spoonfuls of almond oil. Shake well 


and apply to face and neck. When)
